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Sir George admits 
students to Senate

The University Council of Sir George Williams University 
decided to admit four student representatives as full voting 


members at its meeting Friday. 


The Council, equivalent to 
McGill's Senate, is now composed 
of sixteen faculty and six ad- 
ministration representatives, Its 
Friday decision goes before the 
executive committee of the Board 
of Governors for ratification to- 


_ morrow, 


In announcing the decision, Dr, 
D. B. Clarke, academic vice-prin- 
cipal, said the important thing 
is “we will now be able to hear 
student ‘opinions”. 

He stressed that the student 
representatives would be expect- 
ed to act like any other members 
of the Council. He did say, ho- 
wevor, ‘they can discuss any 
item unless it is clearly confiden- 
tial.” The only such item he 
could remember from the past 
few years was the selection of 
- recipients of honorary degrees. 

Dr, Clarke also stressed that 
he did not consider the students 
to be a minority, “Nobody out- 
votes anybody on the Council,” 
he said, “we operate by consen- 

sus,” 
~The University Council also 
recommended that two student 
representatives. be placed on 
each of the four faculty Councils, 
and that “liaison appointments” 
of one student be made in each 
department. 

Dr. Clarke said these recom- 
mendations were made because 
“students feel any decisions 
which affect them will be made 
at the faculty and department 
level, not in the Board of Go- 
vernors”’. 

The Council's decision was 
made after its Committee on the 
Role of Students in Academic 
Government made its report re- 
commending the seating of stu- 
dents last month.

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Jean Sicotte, external vice- 
president, said later “this is not 
student representation, this - is 
student presence.” 


“It’s a first step in the right 
direction,” he said, “but there 
are problems, such as ‘feed. 
back.’ How will the representa: 
tives report to the students? Also 


how representative will the re- : 


presentatives be?” 


Sicotte said “it could clam us 
up for the next two or three 
years. Four out of twenty-six 
representatives is not enough”. 


The student reps will be cho- 
sen by the student body and will 
serve for a one year term. They 
could begin sitting. by next Ja- 
nuary. The whole subject of 
Student representation, if ratifi- 
ed tomorrow, will come up for 


review in two years,

Although Education Minister Bertrand has announced his intention of establish- 
ing a second French-language Université de Québec, UGEQ plans to petition the govern- 
ment to speed up its plans on the matter. 


Education Vice-President Ri- 
chard Brunelle of UGEQ said, 
“we are happy about the long- 
awaited announcement by the 
minister, But still we will 
strongly voice our dissatisfac- 
tion because Mr. Bertrand has 
not been precise in setting 
exact dates”. 

Over the weekend Bertrand 
proposed the institution, of a 
five year plan of university 
investment which includes the 
establishment of several pro- 
vincial study centres, a plann- 
ing committee on higher 
education, legislation setting 
up twenty junior colleges and 
a program for the eventual 
setup of a French-language 
university. 

Brunelle said, “the current 
situation in Quebec demands

a new university for French- 
speaking students by 1969. If 
not, over 5,000 eligible stu- 
dents will be rejected by 
l'Université de Montréal in 
1970. We have begun to cir- 
culate a petition which will 
ask the government to act 
immediately. We have also 
set up a committee composed 
of representatives from the 
trade unions, the Chamber of 
Commerce, and our own orga- 
nization, The committee will 
submit its report on the cons- 
truction of a new university 
to the government”. 


He said this university must 
be French-language because 
the problem is more pressing 
in that student sector. Bru- 


nelle emphasized that the 


institute must be built in 
Montreal, preferably in the 
centre of town. 


In late September, students 
from l'U, de M, staged a de. 
monstration in front of City 
Hall to protest government 
inaction over the 1965 Rocher 
Report which recommended 
the construction of another 





university. The report was sub- 
mitted to the Lesage govern- 
ment and has since been tabled 
without further action. 
Brunelle said “l'Université 
de Montreal is far too over- 
crowded and understaffcd. We 
were surprised that the Mi- 
nister made the announce- 
ment but disappointed becau- 
se of the lack of concrete 


plans. UGEQ would like the 


new study centre to be lo- 
cated in the Dorchester, Pine 
or Craig area’, 

The Education Minister 
said he was in favour of using 
existing educational facilities 
and buildings, and that a se- 
cond French-language univer- 
sity would probably. consist of 
units added at gradual stages. 
Such projected facilities could 
be buildings at les colléges 
Ignace-Bourget, Saint-Paul and 
Saint-Laurent, 

Peter Smith, president of the 
Students’ Society, said he per- 
sonally favored Bertrand's an- 
nouncement. He said he ex- 
pected to encounter a motion 
for an official policy state.

Quorum not interested

Pat Cavanaugh of Engineering expected the poor turnout, 
and said “Council can operate with such a lack of interest, but 
not democratically". 

Bob Hajaly also of Engineering said “constitutional meetings

Only Harvey Schachter (Commerce) felt that low attendance

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Student pub vetoed 
at Laurentian U. 


SUDBURY (CUP) — Over half of Laurentian University’s 
1200 students descended on downtown Sudbury Thursday 
to protest the refusal of their Board of Governors to permit 
a proposed pub on the Northern Ontario campus. 

Prevented from marching by the local magistrate, the stu- 
dents held a rally at which several members of the faculty, MPPs 
and the presidents of the four colleges spoke. 

“After the refusal to grant permits either to march or to 
rally, we wanted to let the students decide what we should do,” 
said council president J.D, Lamont. Students have been working 
for over a year to get a pub on the campus. 

“All we want Is a place with a congenial atmosphere where 
students and professors can meet,” said Lamont. “We are con- 
cerned with the alcohol problem. With a pub on campus, students 
would not go to places where they are forced to shove beer down. 
They would be able to drink leisurely, in a place that has at- 
mosphere,” 

_The University Board of Governors has twice refused the 
student bid for a pub. : 

During the rally, Reverend Colin Clay of the department of 
religious studies and newly elected MPP Elie Martell of the 
riding negotiated with the city magistrate to get permission for 
a march. They had no success. The magistrate sald he would 
arrest all student’ leaders If the demonstrators marched. He re- 
fused to give any reason for not issuing the parade permit.

owners, corporation chieftains responsible to 
themselves alone and motivated by consi- 
derations of private profit. The interests of 


_ neither the workers nor the local com- 


munity were relevant, nor did Hawker-Sidd- 
eley bother to even previously consult with or 
explain their action to the government, the 


workers or the Cape Breton community.

The fact is that in a privately owned 
and controlled economy, giant corporations 
continuously exert this type of arbitrary 
power over the lives of millions. Decisions of 
great public consequence are the sole prero- 
gative of a small corporate few, and the 
decisions are made on the basis of maximiz- 
ing .profit for this few. Capitalist economic 
institutions are necessarily authoritarian, 


with no democratic control being exercised 


by those whom their decisions effect — the 
workers, and the public generally. 


As long as it is unprepared to nation- 


alize and subject the economy to democratic 


control, the government is powerless in sit- 
vations like the current DOSCO one. Power- 
less, that is, except to subsidize DOSCO with 
millions of taxpayers’ dollars in order that 
DOSCO can continue to make profits. And 
that is exactly what the Federal Government 
has all along been doing : it has been giving 
DOSCO $22 million a year in subvention 
assistance, since the early 60’s and since

When big corporations threaten to per- 
manently withdraw their economic services, 
the government does its best to bolster them 
financially. But when workers, e.g. bus driv- 
ers or railroad men, temporarily withdraw 
their economic services, the government does 
its best to break the strike, and often threat- 
ens to levy fines and jail sentences on their 
members and to destroy their unions. 


It is a growing awareness that govern- 
ments of the Establishment parties necessari- 
ly act on behalf of employers and against 
the interests and rights of workers that is 
leading the union militants of the CNTU and 


the QFL to set up a provincial party of la- 


bour. And it is only when such a labour 
party begins to transform the power relation- 
ships‘and democratize the economic institu- 
tions of monopoly capitalism that such blat- 
ant injustices as the DOSCO decision and the 
breaking of the bus strike will never occur 
again.

Ministers of the various re- 
ligious faiths are worse than 
distrusted; they are blamed for 
creating the situation. One girl 
told me very bitterly, “Those 
men ! Christianity was invented 
by a male God who laid an 
innocent virgin and left her.” 

The purpose of the committee 
is two-fold — to find the most 
suitable abortionist who is not 
in jail and to rise the money 
for the abortion, If the com- 
mittee is sophisticated — and 
it often is, seeking advice from 
medical students, etc — the 
preferred abortionist is a doc- 
tor who uses the dilatation and 
curettage method.

I met a friend at the Bistro 


in the afternoon — a McGill 
girl from a wealthy Westmount 
family. She was very drunk and 
made me sit down, She was just 
back from a trip to the States 
for an abortion on money loan- 
ed to her from a married girl- 
friend. She had to pay the man 
five hundred dollars and when 
she got there she found out that 
she had to sleep with him, too. 
She was desperate enough to 
do it. That's not-something you 
can tell- your parents about — 


“but something you have to tell 


someone. 

She was Catholic. “Now I 
know what Catholics really 
believe in,” she said. She took 
off her $200 cross and threw 
it under the tables and that 
started her crying so we had to 
leave the Bistro because she 
didn't want to cry in puliic. 
She started to rant and rave. 
She called everyone she knew 


a bastard — this from a girl. 


who never swore. She cried and 
cried and cried. And she cursed 
herself for believing in every- 
thing she had ever believed in, 
And she cried. I held her up

Once a timid freshman with 
long hair and the face of a 14 
year old girl knocked on my 
office door. She talked to me

She was from out of town. 
Her classes were so large and 
impersonal and she was so shy 
that- she had made only one 
friend here at McGill, a boy 
who had laid her and left her. 
She lived at RVC but was close 
to no one there, I put a fourth 


‘year girl on to her who knew 


the ropes because she had been 
‘thru it herself. They took care 
of het. 


I know 
fifty more stories like that about 
McGill girls in trouble. I am 
angry as I write this!
